Yet some of the pikes have not produced the 
expected revenues. And now toll road sponsors 
are wondering what will happen when the Gov- 
ernment builds competing interstate free high- 
ways of turnpike standards. 

Most toll roads are supposed to become public 
free roads when the bonds are paid off. So toll 
road backers have hoped that the Government 
would give the states money to make free roads 
of the turnpikes at once—in effect paying off 
the bond holders. 

This was proposed in the Clay Commission 
report to President Eisenhower. It was sug- 
gested and fought for in Congress. But in adopt- 
ing the new road program, Congress wisely re- 
fused to permit use of public funds to pay, how- 
ever indirectly, the private bond holders. No 
doubt the idea will arise again at the Capitol. 

Meanwhile it is clear that Missouri did the 
right thing in withstanding all the pressure to 
rush into toll road building two or three years 
ago. This state’s highway planning is in such 
good condition now that Missouri was the first 
state to receive federal ald under the big new 


program. 
Missouri now is free to build good roa 
and free roads. : 


What New Facts? 

Attorney General Brownell, defending the 
Eisenhower Administration's Dixon-Yates power 
deal, has made a statement which simply cries 
out for the citing of book, chapter and Verse. 
He was asked on a TV program whether Presi- 
dent Eisenhower was “misinformed” when he 
told a press conference last year that the role 
of Adolphe H. Wenzell, a New York investment 
banker, in the Dixon-Yates affair, was “perfectly 
proper.”

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Before the Kickoff 


The college football season has just begin, 
the weather is almost crisp enough for it, and 
the pollsters have already reviewed the situa- 
tion. One major poll hands the national cham- 
pionship, which is really non-existent, to Okla- 
homa, which has not played a game. Then 
come Michigan State, Notre Dame, Georgia 
Tech, Ohio State and so on. 

Football polls (or any polls) are just a little 
like football; they can be upset by a fumble. 
But last year the football experts managed to 
pick, in advance, six of the teams which they 
finally rated among the first 10 when the season 
ended. The next question was where to go 
from there, so they have gone right back and 
for this year have picked seven of the teams 
that finished up front last yesar—putting the 
Sooners and Michigan State at the top again. 

Sometimes it seems that the first rule for 
poll-takers is, when in doubt, stick with the 
winners. But in football at least, by the time 
the final results are in, the public will not recall 
with whom the pollsters were stuck. 
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Unfair to Candidates and Voters 

In spite of an over-ardent Republican cam- 
paigner’s promise four years ago to “investigate 
and investigate and investigate,” we do not be- 
lieve that congressional committees should be 
used for partisan purposes, least of all when 
there is a campaign under way. 

On the other hand, we do not agree with 
Senator McClellan of Arkansas that his Perma- 
nent Investigations subcommittee should delay 
its examination of “the facts and circumstances 
attending the activities of Mr. Chotiner in his 
dealings and handling of business matters with 
agencies and departments of the Federal Gov- 
ernment” until after Nov. 6. 

Murray M. Chotiner, the California lawyer 
and Republican politician, has been closely as- 
sociated with Vice President Nixon.

Former Gov. Stevensoh’s answer to G.O.P.

Alger Hiss was tried twice on charges of 
having lied under oath when he said he did not 
know Whittaker Chambers, confessed Commu- 
nist espionage courier, The jury in the first 
trial disagreed. At the second trial Hiss was 
convicted. He has served his term in federal 
prison and is now little seen or heard. For 
the most part the country does not know he 
exists so fully has the case been closed. 

Some politicians may attempt further to ex- 
ploit the Hiss case for the so-called “political 
mileage” which they see in it. Surely leaders 
in both parties will agree that there are greater 
differences between the Republicans and the 
Democrats than the Alger Hiss case! 
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Avaunt With Ragweed Encomiums 

Ragweed has survived for 170,000,000 years 
and now represents evolutionary specialization 
of the-highest order, according to a report just 
issued by the University of Michigan. The re- 
port also stresses that ragweed thrives in the 
poorest of soils, withstands great abuse and yet 
functions “remarkably successfully.” 

Although the. university says that it is study- 
ing ragweed as part of a hayfever research pro}- 
ect, we hayfever sufferers cock a weeping eye 
at this assertion. For a scientific discussion of 
ragweed this report just simply reads a bit too 
much like one of Horatio Alger’s from-rags-to- 
riches tales of two generations ago wherein the 
poor but honest and hard working youth over- 
comes all adversities, works his way to the top 
and marries the boss’s daughter. 

Between sniffles may we declare that it is 
just about as irritating to find ragweed treated 
in Horatio Alger style as it is to breathe in its 
pollen-borne substances. 
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Speeding Transit in St. Louis 

‘ Nashville’s success at speeding public transit 
by reserving right-hand curb lanes for busses 
Suggests that imitation of the method in St. 
Louls ought to profit the public convenience 
considerably. 

The Tennessee city’s Mayor Ben West told 
the American Transit Association's convention 
here that rush-hour use of this simple device 
had enabled busses in his community to run 
20 per cent faster on three major streets. 

This is an astounding statistic, and it should 
make the City Administration and the Alder- 
men sit up and take notice. Speedy service helps 
to eut operating costs and to attract riders, and 
those are the routes to stabilized fares and per- 
haps even more frequent service. 

This is not to say, of course, that reserving a 
special lane for busses will cure all public tran- 
sit’s ills. So long as transit must operate on the 
streets, even though it runs in special lanes, it 
is going to fall far short of the full potential 
for speed and attractiveness that it would enjoy 
on a private right-of-way. Nor is the bus neces- 
sarily the best vehicle for moving masses of 
people. ., 

But a special lane for busses is better than 
nothing. And as John C. Baine of St. Louls Pub- 
lic Service Co. said when he proposed a similar 
plan here almost two years ago, a reserved tran- 
sit lane would carry five times as many people 
per hour as three lanes of automobiles, and it 
would carry them faster. 

The streets of St. Louis belong to all the 
people, not merely those who own automobiles. 
A separate lane for busses would make more effi- 
cient use of the streets in the public interest. 
The Aldermen ought to see what can be done 
about bringing the Nashville plan to St. Louis. 
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Estes Kefauver cut a hole in his sock to let a 
sore toe stick out. Not going to be outdone by 
that man with a hole in his shoe!

The Tongue We Speak 


One purpose of a diplomatic service being to 
communicate, and another being to maintain 
cordial relations with other peoples, it would 
seem obvious that foreign service officers should 
be well trained in languages. Yet Deputy Under 
Secretary of State Loy Henderson says the 
United States foreign service is more deficient 
in language training than that of any other great 
power, as well as a good many small powers.

Just how great the shortcoming is can be 
judged from some shocking figures given by the 
Milwaukee Journal. Out of 2500 American for- 
eign service officers, only one speaks fluent 
Turkish, only one speaks Iranian, and only three 
are competent in Arabic. Yet we have consulates 
or embassies in 14 countries where Arabic or 
similar tongues are spoken, and the Arab world 
is one of the key areas of contest between Com- 
munism and the West.

Hot Rodders: Fight or Join Them? Between Book Ends

While police in some cities oppose supervised drag racing, other 
of police departments found it wiser to co-operate with hot rod 
clubs, Kansas City reporter finds, cites self-enforced discipline, 
community activities, decline in traffic cases involving youngsters.

When hot rodders began mongrelizing 
their cars into souped-up, chopped- 
topped, twin-carbed hybrids, everybody 
with a gripe toward adolescence com- 
plained the sport would wreck traffic 
safety. Today, however, these fears 
are proving as outdated as some of the 
chassis refinements on those earliest 
jalopies. 

Through the efforts of the police, 
hundreds of small independent hot rod 
clubs and 48,000 members of the Na- 
tional Hot Rod Association, “dragstrips” 
or supervised straightaway courses 
measuring a quarter of a mile have 
been provided in 32 states to woo the 
hot rodder off city streets into the 
country. 

There he can test the acceleration 
of his machine from a standing start 
and compete against other drivers in 
any one of 20 classes. If a hot rod 
musters enough power, it may qualify 
for the national championship, which 
was held this year in Kansas City over 
the Labor day weekend. 


“The hot rodder has to feel he has 
a place in the community,” Wally Parks 
of Los Angeles, president of the Na- 
tional Hot Rod Association, says. “That 
is essential before anyone can be a 
good citizen. The dragstrip is not a 
cure-all for speeding, but it does permit 
the hot rodder to give full rein to his 
impulse without endangering the lives 
of other motorists.” 

Of course, accidents can occur on 
dragstrips just as they do anywhere 
else. A. E. Jansen, San Diego chief of 
police, who opposes dragstrips, hot rod 
clubs and supervised drag races, notes 
that 11 spectators were injured recently 
on a strip outside that city when one 
of the vehiclés went out of control. 

On the other hand, Sgt. Barney C. 
Koons of the youth activity division of 
the Fort Worth (Tex.) police depart- 
ment says that in the three years the 
dragstrip just outside that city has been 
in use, not one spectator or contestant 
has been injured during a tournament. 


Moreover, none of the 2000 members 
of Fort Worth’'s Tarrant County Modi- 
fied Auto Association, the equivalent 
of the Kansas City Timing Association, 
has been involved in a personal injury 
accident in Fort Worth or Tarrant 
county in the life of the club and 
“even minor preperty-damage collisions 
are a rarity among the group.” 

“Our records indicate,” Sgt. Koons 
says, “that in 1954 there were 19 fatali- 
ties in this city with three of these in 
the age bracket of 10 to 19. This ih- 
clud pedestrians and occupants of 
cars. No club members were involved. 
In 1955 there were 31 fatalities and 
only two were in the same age bracket. 
No one was involved who was partici- 
pating in the hot rod program.” Or- 
ganized in November 1953 by the 


youth activity division there, the first 
hot rod club in Fort Worth was com- 
posed of eight boys whose, speeding 
tickets every 90 days averaged $45. Yet 
in the first 90 days after the club was 
formed, none of the eight was ticketed 
for a traffic violation. In the three years 
that the hot rod control effort has been 
most active, the average ticket rate, 
based on tickets issued to persons prior 
to joining and after joining one of 
Fort Worth’s 51 clubs, dropped 80 
per cent. 

Aside from. rigidly regulated drag 
competitions and traffic safety and 
road courtesy classés, the Fort Worth 
association sponsors picnics, parties, 
swimming outings and dances for its 
members. 

“The thing that so many people don’t 
realize,” Parks observes, “is that there 
are dozens of civic services performed 
by hot-rodders in off-dragging hours. 
The 1955 ‘open drag’ sponsored py the 
Fort Worth association turned all of its 
proceeds — $1336 — over to two local 
charities.” 

One timing association reported re- 
ceiving about 500 letters since last 
March from motorists given a hand by 
hot rodders. 

One of the factors explaining th: gen- 
eral decline in traffic violations in cities 

here hot rod clubs are most active is 

e system of self-regulation that mem- 
bers within the clubs practice. Chief 
of Police W. C. Owens of Elizabeth City, 
N. C., says if a hot rodder who is a 
member of that city’s two-yeaf-old drag 
strip association is,fined for speeding, 
he must pay the safle fine to the associ- 
ation or surrender his membership. 

A club in Madera, Calif., which em- 
ploys a clutchplate for its insignia, pun- 
ishes its members for violations by 
padlocking an old rusted clutchplate to 
the bumper of the offender’s car until 
the next meeting the following week. 
One Californian observes that nothing 
can quash a hot rodder’s pride more 
than having a hunk of junk attached 
to his sleek, slenderized roadster. 


The success of the Pomona club in 
California, an organization insured by 
Lloyd's of London, more or less typifies 
the growth of the sport. The State 
Legislature had enacted laws prohibit- 
ing drag races in the streets. Persons 
attending such races were threatened 
with prosecution. Law enforcement 
officials battled the dragsters for 
months until finally they decided to 
align themselves with the offenders in 
an effort to straighten out the trouble. 

The police joined the hot rodders in 
their efforts to secure a dragstrip. After 
a number of discouraging incidents, 
police energies were rewarded with an 
old abandoned airfield. After the first 
race, the success of the club was as- 
sured.

Captors Were Unnerved 


BRAINWASHING: THE STORY OF THE MEN WHO 
DEFIED IT, by Edward Hunter, (Ferrer, Straus & 
Cudahy, 310 pas., $3.75.) 

One third of all United States troops 
captured in Korea “to some degree col- 
laborated” with the enemy under Com- 
munist brainwashing, according to testf- 
mony of witnesses before a Senate in- 
vestigating committee. Though an ex- 
ecutive order from the President has 
prescribed a Code of Conduct for mem- 
bers of the armed forces, the question of 
what should be done to evade subjection 
to brainwashing techniques is still open 
in the armed forces. 


Mr. Hunter, whose earlier book 
“Brainwashing in Red China” described 
the use of the techniques against the 
population of China, has written a use 
ful and absorbing 
book on the person- 
al narratives of 
those Americans 
who used their 
brains to keep them 
from being washed. 

Brainwashing has 
two levels of inten- 
sity, one the condi- 
tioning or soften- 
ing-up process, and 
the other a persua- 
sion or indoctrina- 
tion process. The 
two methods can be 
used together, or 
either can be used 
first, as determined by the objective. 
In Mr. Hunter’s words, “Brainwashing 
is a system of befogging the brain se 
a person can be seduced into acceptance 
of what otherwise would be abhorrent to 
him ... a fog settles over the patient's 
mind until he loses touch with reality.” 


Edward Hunter’s popularly-written 
story of how the technique was applied 
to Americans is an important one, 
Though sobering and shocking in some 
aspects it is leavened with flashes of 
American humor. The factual material 
on which it is based should be widely 
publicized as it gives new hope to those 
who believe a defenseless captive can 
be taught to hold his own Against enemy 
interrogators, and will create new un- 
derstanding of what 7190 Americans 
were subjected to. 

It has often been stated that the 
Americans taken prisoner were entire- 
ly unprepared for the “school atmos- 
phere” that prevailed in the camps, but 
little has been published about the 
numerous incidents where, though un- 
prepared, the Americans readily adapt- 
ed themselves with compromise. The 
“confession” and “redemption” features 
of the treatment, after the hopelessness 
of their situation and the inevitability 
of the Communist victory had been im- 
pressed uporf them, appealed to the emo- 
tionally insecure and the naive and ab 
normal mentalities, but many stalwarts 
indulged in a calculated form of clown- 
ing that was brainwashing in reverse 
and actually had the effect of unnerving 
their captors. 


In fitting together the stories of the 
men who defied brainwashing, Mr. 
Hunter has relied upon the advice of 
psychiatrists, and proves that a man 
does have a chance. The life of a pris- 
oner in the hands of the Communists is 
unbelievably hard, but education, to- 
gether with a toughness of mind and 
body, will increase a man’s ability to 
withstand the worst. But something 
more saw these men through. 

As Army Captain Herbert E. Mar- 
latt put it: “ we survived on were 
our convictions. As the pressure in- 
creased, they boiled down to just one, 
the religious conviction. When the body 
deteriorates, only the spirit can main-

Could Have Had Ruth. 


avin could have had Babe

ing. The Yanks would 
have been most happy to ease 
Ruth out and up, because he 
was at the end of his career 
and they had no intention of 
supplanting Manager Joe Mc- 
Carthy with their erstwhile 
bread-and-butter man. 


But Navin’s closest advisers 
told him no, “Forget Ruth,” | 
they said in substance.

Another man, McCar- 
thy, was at the helm for 15 
full seasons. This is the eighth 
year for Stengel. Huggins was 
a little guy with a big whip 
McCarthy had a glittering 
eye, a chilling exterior and a 
sharp tongue. 

Stengel can be wistful and 
stormy by turns, a gnome- 
like man of chameleon moods 
who talks in circles. The Yan- 
kees can win for everybody!

EN and women who attended schools a generation or 
M two ago are inclined to think, and to say, that the 

schools of today are not what they were when they 
went, implying that the schools are not as good. The schools 
of today are better for

There is a great dif- 
ference between the two 
schools. In time past, the 
responsibility of learning 
the lessons the teacher 
taught weighed heavily on 
the teacher. It was her 
duty to make the pupils 
learn. The pupils were not 
held responsible for their 
failures. These were the 
teachers’ responsibility.

Each term end, the failures in the class were not promoted 
and the teachers’ ability was judged by the number that 
failed rather than by the number who went ahead.

THIS HAS changed. The responsibility for learning 


rests now on the pupil’s more than on the teacher's 
shoulders. The teacher offers to each pupil the opportunity 
of learning, helps him accept it and use it, but the fact 
that the pupil alone has the responsibility for learning is 
more largely accepted. In this situation, the need of indi- 
vidual learning implies individual instruction and today’s 
classroom is set toward that idea. 

The modern classroom has a far different atmosphere 
than that of the older day when the teacher dominated the 
classroom, held the pupils in silent rows, feet flat, hands 
clasped, and gave the orders and the signals for work. All 
the pupils had to do was to obey and, through that obe- 
dience, learn the facts of the course of study.

PERSONAL INITIATIVE was unheard of, and, indeed, 
suppressed. Not today. The classroom has a different atmos- 
phere. The seats are not screwed to the floor in rows. There 
are tables and chairs, books on shelves, bits of equipment 
handy, groups busy with lessons and projects suited to the 
work of the day. The teacher is the leader, the guide and 
the source of authority. The pupil is responsible for getting 
his work done and for getting the most out of the experi- 
ence. 

This sort of teaching is very hard on the teacher. He 
have a broad education, know his reference books, know his 
subject matter up to the minute, understand the growth of 
children, have psychological insight to guide him in treat- 
ing the individuals in his group. He must be mature in 
body, spirit and mind. He is a rare combination of wit 
and wisdom; when found, he should be treasured.

On May 24, four Montreal 
men left Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
on a 30-foot raft, L’Egare Il 
(The Lost One) which they had 
built of nine red cedar logs 
leashed together with manila 
rope and equipped only with a 
square sail. One of the crew 
became sick and was removed 
by a passing ship: On Aug. 21, 
88 days and about 3000 miles 
later, the others landed at Fal- 
mouth, England, the first men 
to travel to Europe on 2 raft. 
This ig the last of three install- 
ments taken from the log of 
their epic voyage.

ULY 31, ten-hundred hours: 
Jr: the last few days the 

seagulls have been with us. 
They are European gulls, fore- 
shadowing the approach of land. 
Let us hope that we will be 
there soon, for we are in a hur- 
ry to have a good bath and a 
change of diet. Our staple food 
supplies are running out. Were 
it not for the fish we would be 
facing constant starvation. 

A few minutes ago, I looked 
at our fish pond. Our little 
friends are still here, just 
showing their noses beyond the 
stern from time to time. Now 
we have a system. When one 
of us sees a fish pass under the 
raft we call out to the one 
handiest to the spear, and he 
tries to nail it at the other end 
of the raft. 

Our kittens are getting fatter 
before our eyes. They stink of 
fish. In the mornings, when 
they creep into our sleeping 
bags or walk on our faces, we 
feel a deep distaste for fish. 
Still, it is most bearable to eat 
fish. Today perhaps we will 
catch a John Dory so that Mare 
can make us one of his Pro- 
vencal specialties! 

Nineteen-hundred: We are 
forced to lower the sail. The 
sea is very bad and the wind is 
30 miles per hour. We hear it 
whistling through the shrouds. 
The most demoralizing thing is 
a contrary wind which blows us 
backward. It is not only the 
miles we lose but the time—and 
time means rations. But now 
the wind is with us. It is diffi- 
cult to maneuver, but it does 
hasten our crossing. Average 
distance for the month of July: 
33 miles a day. 

Aug. 4: We are all tired and 
anxious to touch land. I some- 


times sit before the dim light 
of the lantern and wonder 
what the trip has taught me. 
Certainly it has taught me how 
important it is for men to have 
the right spirit to get along 
together. So much have our 
feelings merged that Marc 

just said, “Listen, why bother 
writing that log. We are living 
this life, not dreaming it. If 
the voyage were to continue 
another six months you would 
throw that book into the sea.” 

All three of us think the 
same—we have faith in our 
ideal of crossing the Atlantic 
in L’Egare. Yet we are s0 
different in character. Mare is 
quiet and obedient, like a shy 
little boy. I can ask anything 
of him and he will do it. Gas- 
ton is a dreamer, an artist. It 
is easy to see his sensitivity 
when he takes photographs. He 
focusses, and fiddles, and re- 
fuses to snap the shutter until 
he has just what he wants. 
Then he sits back and smiles 
peacefully.

E, I have two faults. I 

know it is almost impossible 

for me to share my ‘tonfi- 
dence with anyone. And I am 
impatient—I like things done 
fast. But I also know that I can 
be decisive. At the beginning I 
was aware of the differences in 
us, and yet I never really 
feared them. We had two 
months together before we k 
to the sea—two months whe 
we built the raft with our bare 
hands, when there was pres- 
sure, and worries about the 
money we had borrowed. 

Despite these trials we all 
worked hard and well—and if 
one of us had been a shirker we 
would have known it then. Still 
I could not foresee the won- 
derful esprit of which men are 
capable. 

I never have to give an or- 
der. L say, “Maybe we should 
lower the sail,” and it is done 
—by whomever is handy. We 
have not had one dispute among 
us. How is it possible for men 
not to get on one another's 
nerves? Perhaps it is because 
we look right into each other’s 
hearts in moments of danger 
and we are the soul of the raft. 

The demand we are making 
of ourselves to fulfill our ob- 
jective absorbs 100 per cent of 
our mentality, and we are lifted 
above the ordinary conflicts of 
men.

But 
strangely it does not irritate 
me. We three are far closer

The ocean all 
around is lit by our flare. But 
from out there, in the dark- 
ness, there is no response. Zero- 
seven-hundred: We espy on the 
fringe of the horizon what we 
hope is the coast of England. 


Thirteen-hundred: Mare has 
prepared a meal of some tinned 
sardines the Breton fishermen 
gave us. We are just about to

NEW YORK. 

TOOK a plane for Detroit 
| early Thursday morning to 

see with my own eyes the 
remarkable General Motors re- 
search center. 

It is a most beautiful plant. 
Saarinen of Birmingham, Mich., 
was the architect. He made the 
buildings simple and functional, 
largely of glass but used brick 
at the ends of red, purple and 
green buildings, giving tremen- 
dous color to what might other- 
wise have been monotonous. 

He also demonstrated that 
having a lake is cheaper than 
having a lawn to mow. So there 
is not only a central lake, with 
its curtain of water spouting 
up into the air, but a number 
of smaller bodies of water with 
fountains.

One building is devoted to 
research, which is conducted 
practically everywhere in all di- 
visions.
